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A LETTER FROM A MICHIGAN PIONEER 
Contributed by Mrs. Clarence L. Beavis of Detroit 







Livonia, August 5, 1839 





Dear Brother: 
It has been some years since I have heard from you and I presume you 
have not heard of me lately. We have had great troubles since I wrote to you. 
While we lived in Detroit, Mary married to one Samel Collins, a fine young man, 
They lived in the house with us better than a year, had a daughter about 8 months 
old. Mary took the cholery about the middle of July 1834. She was sick about six 
hours when she died, Her husband was taken in about two weeks after who died also. 
About the first of August their daughter died. Eleanor married 2lst of December 
1834 to William Wingert, a gunsmith of Detroit. They had a child who died soon 
after its birth. She took cold and it turned to a consumption and she died Septem- 
ber 6, 1836. Two men who boarded with us died of the cholery. Harriet was married 
to Benjamin Chillson on the 27th of March 1839. He owns a good farm, well improved, 
a good stock of cattle, sheep, horses and hogs, They are well and live in about 
three miles of us. We lived in Detroit about three years, I did very well there, 
When I landed there I had $17 left after paying all expenses. I hired a house at a 
high rent (37-1/2¢ per day). When I left the City I had $400 in cash with which I 
bought 80 acres of land, a yoke of oxen, a cow, and built a house and cleared off 
10 acres of the land. We moved on the land about 4 yoars since. It is a good 
quality of land about 13 miles from Detroit near the Grand River turnpike in the 
town of Redford, Wayne County, State of Michigan. Mr. Race and Patty lives in about 
half a mile of us, he owns 80 acres of land, good improvements, house and barn, oxen, 
e cows, sheep and hogs. They have four children, two boys and two girls, My wife is 
’ a mere cripple with the rheumatism and as to myself, I am some what decrepid with 
age end infirmities, otherwise we have enjoyed tolerable good health. Mr. Budd and 
wife called on us last fall on their way to Illinois in which place they have moved. 
William Sloan and John R. Sloan have moved there too. Henry M. Brown fell down 
stairs and died in consequence. Tredway has moved to Ohio, I hear from Carlisle 
(N. Y.) almost every month as there is a great many pcople here from that part of 
the State of New York, Flour is worth $6 per barrel, corn $0.75 per bushel, 
potatoes $0.50, Beans $1.50; eggs $0.37 per dozon, chickens $0.75 per pair, fat 
calves in market from $6 to $8 a piece, etc. Direct your letters to Livonia Post 
Office, Wayne County, State of Michigan.

of 01d Northampton County, Pennsylvania 
Compiled by Anna Andreas Wentink 


Note:- The following compilation of the descendants of Martin and Anna Elizabeth 
Vautrin Andreg@has been made possible through the generous assistance of three 
others of their descendants. Mr. William Tilden Stauffer, attorncy-at-law, of New- 
port, Virginie, furnished all of the material for the first genoration and for that 
of Peter and Jacob of the second generation, as well as the collateral linos of Vau- 
trin and Washburn. Mr. Stauffer's line of descent is as follows: William Tilden (6) 
Stauffer, Benneville (5) Stauffer, Anna Marie(4) Andreas, Daniel(3), Peter(2), and 
Martin (1). Without his help the link between tho Northampton County, Pa. and the 
Tuscarawas County, Ohio branches of the family could not have been established, 

The late Dr, George R. Andress of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. had collected, largely from fan- 
ily sources, the descendants of William(2) and Martin(2). This material was copied 
and given to this compiler by Mr. Allen Claywoll Andreas of New Philadelphia, Ohio, 
now also deceased, With the exception of some added detes, all this meterial has 
been copied as given. Dr. George R. Androas' lino of descent is, George R. (5), 
Reuben(4), William(3), Jacob(2), Mertin(1); that of Mr. Allen Claywoll Andreas is, 
Allen Claywell(6), Harrison Otterbein(5), John(4), Peter(3), Petor(2), Martin (1). 
The record of the later genorations hes been gathered from family Bibles and othor 
records, from tombstones, from court house records, particularly in New Philadclphia, 
Tuscarawes County, Ohio, where many of the family still live, Gratoful acknowlcdg- 
ment is made for all holp received by the compiler,: who descends from Mertin(1) An- 
dreas by way of Poter(2), Peter(3), John(4), William(5), Bonjemin(6), Anna R. (7). 


MARTIN(1) ANDREAS was born near Milhausen, Alsace, Franco, He was 2 Hugucnot and 
left France bocause of the porsecution of those of his faith. He sailed from Rot- 
tordam, Holland on the ship "Leslie", landed in Philadelphia on October 7, 1749 and 
on the same day took the oath of allogiance to the King of England, The oxact date 
of his birth cannot be determined; tut os the usual age of single young men omigra- 
ting without their parents was from cightcen to twonty, it is safc to assime that 
he was born about 1730. He settled in Whitchall Township, Northampton (now Lehigh) 
County, Pa. When he came to America he used the French language, 7s did also the 
Vautrin family. As the people among whom they settled were over-whelmingly German 
speaking, the Andreases end Vautrins soon bogan to use the German language. The 
assessor's lists show that Mertin /ndreas was both 2 farmer and 1 carpenter. 


The records of Northampton County show that Martin Andreas obtained a proprietary 
warrant on November 5, 1754, for 237 acres of land in Heidelberg Township, Northamp- 
ton County (now Washington Township, Lehigh County), adjoining the lands of Conrad 
Blose, George Reag, Charles Ross end William Silvius. The land is now known as the 
Geiger farm, and is about a mile and a half southwest of Frieden's Church. On the 
same date he had surveyed to him twenty-five acres in Berks County. He held this 
land until August 28, 1783, whon (probably on account of age) he disposed of his 
property to his sons, Peter and William, each purchasor furnishing s bond in the 
penalty of ono hundred pounds to secure the payment of the balance of the purchase 
money due on the land, including any interest or quit-rent which might in the future 
be demanded by the State Agents, 


Martin Andreas enlisted as « private on July 9, 1776, in the Second Flying Camp of 
Northampton County Militia, Ceptain Henry Hagenbuch. This was one of four companics 
which formed the First Battalion of Northampton County Militia which was under the 
command of Colonel Hart, with Peter Kichline of Easton as Lieutenant Colonel and 
Michael Bobst of Weissenberg Township (who served under Gencral Stanwix, 1758-59) 

as Major. Tho Battalion marched to New Jersey and wes stetioned et Perth Amboy. 
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Colonel Hagenbuch's company left Allentown on July 30, 1776, according to the Mora- 
vian Diary of that date, which states that 120 recruits from Allentown and vicinity 
passed through Bethlehem on their way to the Flying Camp in the Jerseys. 


On August 26, 1776, Lieutenant Colonel Kichline's Battalion was stationed on the 
extreme right of the American forces, with a part of Colonel Lutz‘ts Battalion from 
Berks, Colonel Miles* riflemen formed the extreme left in front of the village of 
Flatbush, L. I. The centor was composed of Colonel Atlee's Battalion and the Del- 
aware and Maryland troops. The corps numbered less than 5,000 men under General 
Sullivan, The British forces consisted of 2,000 men under Goneral Grant, 8,000 
Hessians under General De Hiestcr and 8,000 men undor Clinton, Cornwallis and Percy. 


The Battle of Long Island was begun on August 27, 1776, by a force of British troops 
who surrounded and captured the outposts after a short fight. General Grant at- 
tacked the American right and the Hessians ond Highlanders ongaged the front, Part 
of Colonel Miles' troops were surrounded and compelled to surrender. In the sudden 
onsleught of the British, who outnumbered the Americans four to one, there was great 
danger of annihilation of the American forces, At this moment Kichline's men, 

with a part of Iutz's and Atlec's commands, stemmed the tide sufficiently to allow 
the demoralized Americans to relly under the guns of Genornl Putnam's fortifications, 
The same troops were in the cngagement of Fort Washington on November 16, 


About 1750 Martin Androas mrricd ANNA ELIZABETH VAUTRIN, daughter of Abraham Vautrin, 
A diligent scarch of church and court records fails to reveel any facts about Martin 
and Anna Elizebeth Androas efter they sold their property to their sons in 1783, 

As the last two deeds were signed by their initials, they were living in 1783, 
Martin Andreas probably dicd before 1790 as his name is not shown in the United 
States census of that year, The late Dr. George R. fndreas of Wilkes-Berre, Pa, 
Says that lete in lifo Martin and Elizabeth Andreas removed to Middletown, Ps., near 
Pittsburgh, where they both diced of fever cond are buried; that they left a family 

of minor childron; that their property wes sold, and that the childron then came 
beck to the neighborhood of the old home. They had the following children, who 

were oll members of tho original Unionville Church, about ten miles above Allentown, 


Children (Andreas):

ANNA ELIZABETH(2) VAUTRIN, daughter of Abraham, marricd MARTIN(1) ANDREAS. The namo 
of Vautrin is of unquestioned French origin. In Amorica it has undergone many 
changes and is usually writton Woodring, Wotring or Votring. Woodring, being appar- 
cently mado up of two English words, is often supposed to be of English origin. That 
tho Vautrins were a people of consequence is shown in the frequent cnnobloment of 
mombers of the family by the Dukos of Lorraine. The hereditary instincts or incli- 
nations of this family show cxtraordinary strength and persistence in religious 
mattors as well as in business vocations, The family shows e long succogsion of 
elders snd ministers, bearing splendid witness to the powerful influonce of a devout 
and virile ancestry on succeeding generations. 


Abraham(1) Vautrin, father of Anna Elizebeth, was a Hugucnot. He was a4 native of 
Finstingon in Lorraine, where ho was baptised, July 11, 1700. On March 19, 1723, 

he married Anne Margaretha, born in 1701, daughter of Peter Mertz. He omigrated to 
Amorica from Rotterdam, arriving in Philadelphia, Soptcmber 28, 1733. He was ac- 
companied by his wifc, one son and three daughtors. He was an elder of tho Egypt 
Reformed Congregation as early os 1747, when he was a delegate to the Coetus o 
Pennsylvanic, to which he carried a petition signed by himself and thirty-one othor 
persons, praying that the Coctus xssist them in securing a2 capable ordaincd minister 
and teacher, 


Abreham Voutrin settled on a two-hundred-acre tract of land in whet is North Whitec- 
hall Township, Lehigh County, Ps., about 1 mile north of Egypt. This land was wer- 
ranted to him on Octobor 16, 1738, and patented tc Nicholas Allemany and Nich« 
Marks, February 23, 1773. He was naturalized in 1742, and died Novembcr 

He lies buried in Egypt Churchyard, He end Mergaretha Mertz Voutrin had 
children, among whom the following survived him:

settled at Shevelock. Some of the family had resided at Shrewsbury in 1370. 
The second named Thomas Thornes m. Mary Corbot, dau. of Sir Roger Corbet, 
of Moreton Corbet, Knight. They had a son Roger Thomas, whose grandson 
Roger Thornes was known as the "Wyse Thornes", He d. in 1531. "He was so 
named in Shrewsbury for that bothe towne and countrey repared to hym for 
advyse, who gyded this towne polytyckely, and lyeth buried in Saint Mary's 
Church."

From Virginia he went to lynne, Mass., 
in 1638, where in May, he was made e freeman, Thé county court records show 
that et Lynn, William Thorne, Ledy Deborah Morley, and others were charged 
with heresy by declaring thet the church had no right to baptize infants, 
The records further state that in 1642-3 they had gone to Long Islnnd,." 
Cleerly this was to escape persecution, While ct Lynn, Willfem Thorne ac- 
quired forty acres of land. On Long Island he ogein became identified with 
the Dutch-Inglish traders ot Hellgate neck. In 1645 he was an original 
patenteo of Flushing, Long I. In 1646 he was grented e plantation in Graves- 
end, L.I. In 1657 he was a proprietor of Jnmaica, L.I. He was among the 
signers of the Remonstrance of the Inhabitents of Flushing, L.I. opposed 
the law against Quakers as "William Thorne, scigner." Their home on Long I, 
was Called Thorne's Point, later Willets Point. The family name of 
emer apt the wife of William Thorne, is undisclosed, William owned a ship 
named the "William and Sarah" which seiled between Long Island and Virginia, 
This has given tho impression that Susanna was o sccond wife, and that 








William's first wife was named "Sarah", After William's death, Susannah 
married William Hellett from whom she later separated as the court records of & 
June 1669 reveal. In the suit over the alimony, Susannah's son Joseph Thorne

The witnes- 
ses were Thomas Oakley, John Everett and Dgniel Denton, Jr. As Sarah Pecrsall 
was not signatory to the second deed it is reasonable to assume that she pre-

Nicholas, participated in the war around Chesapeake Bay, was with his brothers 
and others taken captive, and conveyed to New Amsterdam (New York Cjity), where 
they wero tricd before Gov, Van Twiller, released and taken to Virginia. During 
their stay in New Amsterdam, they looked about them and made diseoverics which 
they disclosed to Dutch-English traders in Virginia, This resulted in the re- 
moval of the Dutch-English traders from Virginic to Long Island in 1639. This 
"changed the course of the tobacco trade in America, hence in the world," 


Nicholas 1 Pearsall, with his brothers settled at Pearsall, L, I. The follow- 
ing year, he moved to the new town of Hempstead, joining in the great cattle 
and farming venture, In 1644 when an effort was made to secure a patent for the 
town, Nicholas returned to Hellgate Neck as he disapproved of Puritan control 
of the place. Across the creek on Hellgate Neck they founded Flushing, which 
became a strong-hold of Quakerism, Efforts of New Amsterdam officials to * 
suppress the Quakers met with opposition resulting in a romonstrance signed by 
Nicholas Pearsall, WZbl William Thorne, Edward Farrington (ancestor of Martha- 
Todd-Schureman) and others, Dec. 27, 1657. On Dec. twenty-ninth they were ar- 
rested, Jan. 3, 1658 they wore tried before the Council composed of "His Honor 
the Director Goneral Petrus Stuyvesant and Honorable Councellours the Directors 
Nicasius de Sille and Peter Tonneman." Tho trial revealed the fact thet the 
remonstrence had been adopted at town mecting and that Nicholes Pcarsall and 
many others had signed it there, The officers were convicted and imprisoned, 
In 1664 the appointment of Nicholas Pearsall as Constable of Flushing wes cer- 
tificd as follows: "Whore-as I have approved of William Hellectt ond William 
Noble to bc the present Magistrates, Nicholas Pearsall to bee Constable of ye 
town of Fflushing upon Long Island. These sre in his Majesty's namc to require 
all persons Inhabitants of ye Towne, and Precincts, that they do take noticc 
thereof, and thet they obey the said William Hellett and William Noble es the 
magistrates, and Nicholas Passall as Constable of the said Towne of fflushing & 
Precincts and (if occasion bee) that they bee ready to give their utmost Aid 
and Assistance unto them in the Execution of their respective Offices, hereof 
thoy are not to fnile, as they will Anser ye contrary at their perrills. Given 
under my hand at ffort James in Now Yorke this 24th of December 1664. Richard 
Nichols. To the Inhabitants of yc Towne and precincts of fflushing." fFcb. 16, 
1666 a patent from Gov. Nichols to Nicholas Pureell, and others for and in be- 
half of themselves and thoir associates, “ye frecholders, inhabitants of ye 
towne of Flushing, thcoir heirs, successors, 2nd assigns forever, oll that cere 
tain town in ye north riding of Yorkshire upon Long Island, called by ye neme 
of Flushing, situate and lying and being on yo north side of said island be- ® 
longing thereunto end bounded by Flushing Crock, Tews Neck, Matthew Gerretson'.

Anne Leech, who was buried at Leigh, Sept, 26, 1621, dau. of Richard and Anne (Yate) 
Leech, He mar, 2nd. et Leigh Sept. 30, 1622, Elizabeth Smith, who d. at Dorchester 
Feb. 12, 1660/61, sister of Thomas Smith, e well known merchant of London. He mar. 
3rd. at Dorchester in June 1662, Margery or Margaret (Turner) Paul who d, Dorchester 
Mey 20, 1676, widow of Richard Pail of Taunton, A deed of sottlemont from Henry 
Withington to her is dated June 25, 1662. With his 2nd. wife Elizebeth Smith and his 
four children, he came to Dorchester prob. in the same ship (The James) with Rev. 
Richard Mather and his company arriving Aug. 16, 1635, He was one of the signers of 
the covenant by which the Dorchester Church was founded, and was the first ruling 
elder of the church, continuing in that office for 29 years until his death. He was 
one of the selectmen of Dorchester in 1636 and wes otherwise prominent in the eo 
of the town end church, tho there cppears to be no record of his having been mede a 
freeman. He shared in the division of lands in Dorchester, was a blacksmith by trade 
and was one of the founders and original shareholders in one of the first iron works 
in the American Colonies on Mill River in Taunton, He purchased Apr. 23, 1638 and 
occupied the house built on the lot in Dorchester formerly owned by Matthias Sension 
(St. John) who went from Dorchester to Windsor, Conn, and was one of the founders of 
the church there, In his will dated Jan. 8, 1664/5 he seys that he is “about the age 
of 76 yeares or upon 77." Ref.: N. E. H. & G. Reg. ve 75, pe 142. (Henry Withington 
of Dorchester, Mass, and some of his descendants by Frederic Scherer Withington of 
Des Moines, Iowa,) by C-30.
